committee, 
the 


fifty-first convention of the federa- 
tion urged the restoration of the 
federal gift tax and an increase in 
federal income and state inheritance 
taxes as a means of disposing of the 
re-venue problem. 


A circular setting forth the feder- 


ation's stand was ordered distribut- 
ed throughout the nation to bring 
about pressure by local groups up- 
on their congressmen. 


The executive council said yes- 


terday the only persons to be bene 
fitted by a sales tax "are the 2 per 
cent of the population who pay an 
income tax. The burden of taxation 
would fall upon the 98 per cent who 
do not pay an income tax. 
They 


now pay an indirect tax on every- 
thing they buy. The sales tax will 
increase that tax load." 


Verbal tirades against all forms 


of convict labor and convict work 
occupied the delegates for more than 
an hour, as they sought means of 
obtaining more work for the unions. 


"Govecnment Not Worried" 


James Graham of Montana, said 


"w© are confronted with the prob- 
lem of feeding 10 per cent of our 
people and yet our government ap- 
parently is more worried about find 
ing something for the poor convict 
to do than about our jobless men." 


The executive committee 
stand, 


that prison made goods are not dis- 
approved when not sold in competi- 
tion with products of free labor, 
was indorsed. 


Other resolutions adopted opposed 


setting of maximum wage limits for 
applicants for appointment to gov- 
ernment service, favored demanding 
of congress that all government em- 
ployes in the Panama Canal zone 
must be United States citizens and 
asked 
that 
federal 
employment 


standards be improved. 


Another favored probing the atti- 


tude toward labor of all manufac- 
turers seeking changes in protec- 
tive tariff, on the theory that i£

Madison Producers

A study of the bottled milk mar- 


keting methods of the farmers about 
Madison who are supplying 
local 


dealers, made by delegation of Ap- 
pleton milk producers, Friday, re- 
vealed some sharp contrasts. 


The milk producers near Madison 


are organized into 
a cooperative 


marketing group that meets with the 
milk dealers and decides on the qual- 
ity of milk and the prices the pro- 
ducers are to receive. The price the 
producers get is based on the price 
the consumers of the city pay. As a 
result of cooperative marketing, pro- 
ducers now getting 51.91 per hun- 
dred pounds of for 3.5 per cent milk 
that goes into bottles. 


No Organization 


The farmers about Appleton are 


not organized, have no officers to 
meet dealers in quality and price fix- 
ing conferences, and as a result each 
farmer sells his milk individually to 
the dealers, at prices fixed by the 
dealers themselves and based not on 
what the city consumers pay but up- 
on cheese prices. On account of hav- 
ing no organization Appleton pro- 
ducers are getting 
much 
lower 


prices than is the 
Madison group 


while the consumer prices in both 
cities are about the same. 
It was 


also brought out In the study that 
the milk producers about Milwaukee 
through their milk marketing organ- 
ization are getting 
$2.50 per hun- 


dred pounds of 
3.5 per cent milk. 


The Milwaukee prices are based not 
on cheese prices but on the prices 
that city consumers pay for milk. 


The Appleton milk producers were 


entertained by the directors of the 
Madison Milk Producers' association, 
representatives of the department of 
agriculture, and by H. C. Thew, of 
farmers' milk testing laboratory. 


Lars Landsness 
one of the direc- 


tors and Mr. Thew related the his- 
tory of Madison Milk Producers' as- 
sociation from its organization ' five 
years ago to the present time and 
stated the advantages producers and 
dealers have" derived from the asso- 
ciation. 
R. K. Froker, agricultural econom- 


ist of the college of agriculture, after 
getting data from the Appleton dele- 
gation on the milk marketing situa- 
tion in Appleton suggested several 
plans for improvement. 


One "Sear Contract 


The plan apparently favored by 


the Appleton people, involves sign- 
ing up the farmers whose milk is 
bottled in Appleton on a one year 
contract to sell their milk exclusive- 
ly through a proposed milk cooper- 
ative organization for the Appleton 
territory. As no building program is 
anticipated, the delegates appeared 
to favor the plan, of check testing 
milk and weights at the intakes and 
bargaining on farmers' 
milk prices 


with the local milk distributors. The 
Appleton delegation appeared to fa- 
vor the plan of check testing at the 
local plants at two week intervals 
and employing

part time at first.

A coupon bond changes ownership 


by delivery. In that respect it is 
unlike a stock, which is ahvays 
registered 
in the name of 
some 


owner and for the transfer of which 
an endorsement is necessary. The 
assumption is that a coupon bond 
belongs to the beaier just as a piece 
of money doe«. Of course if fraud 
can be proved a coupon bond can 
be recovered if lost and it may some- 
times be traced bv the number car- 
ried thereon but the only sure way 
for the owner is to Keep his holdings 
in a safe deposit box. 


A registered bond like a stock is 


always in some indiv Klual's or some 
corporation's name, and like a stock 
it has to be transfei red by endorse- 
ment. The owner of a coupon bond 
collects interest by clipping the cou- 
pon and depOMt'tig 
same 
in the 


bank as he would a check. Interest 
on a registered bond 1s; paid bv the 
sending of a check to the registered 
holder. 


There is no diffeience in the se- 


curity. There is, however, a differ 
ence- in market price in favor of the 
coupon bond because of the greater 
readiness with which it may be sold 
As for denominations! the standard 
in this countiy is $1,000. In quota- 
tions on the Stock Exchange the 
unit of trading is a $1,000 
bond. 


Bonds are issued in other denomi- 
nations, most commonly $100 and 
$500 although tlieie are a few ob- 
tainable m ?50 pieces. 


Again there is no difference in 


the safety of the bond. A $100 is- 
sue is exactly ns secure as the $1,- 
000 one. Tho tule is that tho mar- 
ket is not as good for the smaller 
denominations although there 
aie 


exceptions even here. Back in war 
times when the Liberty Loans were 
being floated $100 bonds achieved a 
gc od deal ot popularity. Today they

HUNGER AND REVOLUTIONS 
When William Green reminded the 


'American Federation of Labor the oth- 
er day that "revolutions grow out of 
the- depths of hunger," he touched on 
a simple truth with which every stu- 
dent of history is familiar. 


And yet that statement, by itself, is 


incomplete. Hunger does not breed 
revolutions until the ordinary man has 
lost all hope that his hunger will ever 
be appeased. Hunger must join hands 
with despair before it can result in vio- 
lence. 


That, probably, is why real revolu- 


tions are such rare events. There has 
always been hunger, since the first cave 
man had to poke around in last week's 
bone pile for something to gnaw on; 
and starvation has always been a very 
real possibility to a certain percentage 
of the earth's population. But revo- 
lutions, all things considered, do not 
take place very often. 


Perhaps that is the most surprising 


part of it all. The human race will 
stand a good deal of kicking around 
before it uses its fists. If the meek 
are to inherit the earth, the common 
man will surely come into riches some 
day, for meekness is one of his out- 
standing characteristics. The patience 
with which human beings will put up 
with hunger, privation and injustice 
is one of the most amazing things in 
all history. 


There is something rather signifi- 


cant in this. Without knowing it, the 
ordinary person has a good streak of 
the doctrine of non-resistance in his 
heart. 
Gandhi, who cries that not 


even liberty is worth having if it must 
be fought for, knows more about hu- 
man nature than the believers in strong 
armies realize. 


Most of us have moments in which 


we are neither sure why we are here 
nor confident that anything worth get- 
ting lies ahead of us. But meanwhile 
we can make a go of it, if only we 
can contrive somehow to get enough 
to eat, a cozy place to call home and 
a little leisure for love and laughter. 
This goal may not be a very lofty one; 
yet the race as a whole clings to it with 


" a fidelity that is astounding. 


And hunger? Well, revolutions grow 


in its depths, as Mr. Green says; but 
it has to be hunger of an appalling 
intensity, coupled with a despair whose 
blackness blots out even this humble 
little dream of ours. Otheiwise we 
shall simply complain a bit, think dark 
thoughts in private—and make the best 


' of it. 


from the law. If our law enforcement 
-officials did their duty our bootleggers, 
gunmen, narcotic peddlers and white 
slavers would be put out of business in 
forty-eight hours. However, we can- 
not expect our enforcement officials 
to act until an awakened public con- 
science demands it. 


GRIM RUSSIA 


Perhaps the worst thing about Rus- 


sia is not its communism, nor its five- 
year plan, but something which has no 
necessary connection with economics 
or politics—its grimness, or to be more 
explicit its sadness and its war on 
beauty and laughter. 
An American 


newspaper man who has had ample 
means of observation writes: 


"I think frivolity in season is of 


prime human good. I think that beau- 
ty is so rare and ennobling that it is 
desirable in itself, and needs no justi- 
fication in politics or practical useful- 
ness of any sort. 


"In Russia the government doesn't 


think so; or to put it more fairly, the 
pressure of feeling in communistic Rus- 
sia is antagonistic and sniffish toward 
any beauty that isn't tied up with some 
propaganda. 


"That is why you go from the top to 


the bottom of Russia, as I have done, 
and see no dancing excepting a few sad, 
half-deserted places patronized by for- 
eigners. That is why you will hear so 
little singing in Russia except the sing- 
ing of Bolshevist rallying songs. That 
is why you can go to the theater day 
after day and night after night in Rus- 
sia and see no play that depends for its 
appeal on mere beauty as a good in it- 
self, beauty and the sense of perfec- 
tion of art for its own sake, beauty as 
mystery and wonder.'' 


He quotes a great Russian critic as 


saying of a Rimsky-Korsakov sym- 
phony, "The more artistic and beauti- 
ful this music is, the more harmful it 
is." 


Thus communism takes the joy out 


of life for a great nation naturally ar- 
tistic, which in the past has created so 
much beauty, expressing itself natu- 
rally in music, song and dance. 


This is a dangerous procedure and 


bodes ill for the future of Russia, for 
when a nation has forgotten how to 
laugh it is in a sad plight. Humor is 
a saving grace and those who lack it 
are indeed in a bad way. Humor has 
brought the American people through 
the present recession and it will carry 
them on to prosperity. On the surface 
when an American is in difficulty or 
times are hard he may appear glum and 
desperate but way down in his heart 
he is laughing at himself for being such 
a fool with his money, and resolves to 
get back that which he has lost. We 
will have nothing to fear in this coun- 
try as long as AVC can keep our sense 
of humor for that will carry us a long 
way through the grim days. 


WHOM GANGSTERS FEAR 
Sherman Rogers in a recent maga- 


zine article says the only men \v horn 
the big bootleggers fear are the De- 
partment of Justice officers, whom they 
have found to be ''unreachables" and 
who are succeeding in smashing the 
very heart of big gang power, political 
influence. Mr. Rogers \\ ho has studied 
prohibition from the bootlegger's side 
as well as the enforcement side says 
that as a result of the new fear in the 
hearts of the "big shots" no more big 
distilleries or breweries will be built. 


Mr. Rogers in his conclusions is 


right. As long as local, state and na- 
tional officers extend protection to our 
bootleggers, and vice mongers, just so 
long will we have to put up with the 
present situation. Once this protection 
is 'withdrawn and these criminals are 
made to realize they will be dealt with 
severely, that they cannot bribe the 
man higher up or the policeman on the 
beat, their activities will be reduced to 
a minimum.

AMERICAN ILLITERACY 


Some of the pleasing facts revealed 


by the 1930 census are decrease in child 
labor, increases in school attendance 
averages and decreases in the percent- 
age of illiterates of ten years of age 
and over in every state. Naturally, 
the three things go together. In a ten 
year period in which the population 
gained 16.1 per cent the number of il- 
literates dropped 13 per cent. In 1870 
twenty per cent of the population over 
ten years of age was illiterate. Sixty 
years later only 4.3 per cent was illit- 
erate. 


AVhile it is gratifying- to study the 


percentages, it is less easy to be satis- 
fied with the fact-that illiterate persons 
in the United States in 1930 totaled 4,- 
283,749. When it is realized that in 
1929 our cities were spending 37 per 
cent of their revenues on 
education, 


this is a deplorable 
situation. With 


this vast amount being spent annually 
there is no excuse for any illiteracy in 
this country. There is a gap in our 
educational system somewhere which 
this 4.3 per cent has slipped through. 
There is still plenty of room for im- 
provement and our lawmakers and ed- 
ucators should set about making it.

Stress Need 
For Smaller 
Class Groups

Whenever 
things go wrong in 


school, and they go wrong every 
day, the teacher Is blamed for it all. 
Becky gets a cold in the head. The 
teacher opened the window at the 
wrong time. Burr catches the grippe 
and that was because the teacher 
didn't open the window at the right 
time. Buster fails in arithmetic and 
Pete plays hookey; Susie can't spell 
and Kitty is forever late. Always 
the story is, "If only we could get 
the right kind of teacher." 
I agree that the right kind of 


teacheV is the first step in a suc- 
cessful school career. And I know 
how rare the best teacher is, how 
few and far between are the right 
teachers. Still we haVe -'them with 
us and we would have more of them 
if we treated those we have with 
some sort of sanity. 


We adjust the child to the school, 


or the school to the child. 
How? 


Well, we grade all the children. All 
the best ones go to one class, all the 
poorest ones go to another class. 
But the inbetween ones must go 
somewhere^ so we fit them in as best 
we can. We cannot 
afford 
many 


teachers so the class must be quite 
large. The teacher with the poorest 
set of pupils, 
as judged by 
the 


school standards, has the same num- 
ber of children as the teacher with 
the better ones. And both are asked 
to work to the same standard 


"We don't expect as much of these 


weaker ones. Of course not," says 
the supervisor and then gives the 
two classes the same test. How does 
the teacher of the slow class feel, 
think you? Inspired and encouraged 
and glad to go on? Would you be 
glad to work if your results were al- 
ways found to be poor? 


Fifty children, down to thirty-five, 


form a class. Count a little. Say you 
have half an hour to fortv minute* 
for a period of work. You teach read- 
ing for a period. Each child ought 
to read aloud once? Or report the 
thought of the 
text, once, in 
the 


period? Each needs a little help' 
There must be some preparation? 
Some correction and drill? When is 
it to be done? 


What good can we hope to do the 


duller children when we place "them 
in a class, forty to a teacher, and 
ask them to do the work that the> 
have failed on repeatedly? Why drill 
them all day long on work that they 
will never do "well' When they have 
shown us that they are not hook- 
minded why don't we try to give 
them other work tthat will release 
the kind of intelligence they have? 
It is quite as valuable as that which 
the other .children have. *Why ask 
g. teacher to do the impossible? 


There are many fine teachers 


throughout this country who have 
been so disheartened by the condi- 
tions under which they had to work 
that they, in sheer self defense, have 
adopted the routine manner and the 
routined idea. 
The children (pass 


through the grades but they take 
Uttle of what is fundamental to their 
best growth .with them. 


It is not the teachers' fault. They 


have told us many times that they 
need smaller classes, more 
flexible 


programs, a ,varied curriculum; 
a 


chance to offer the individual child 
what he needs most. We have found 
it too costly, or we were afraid to 
trust the teacher. It vtas easier to 
blame than to help. 
The children 


pay the price, and in the end, the 
nation pays. If each of us did our 
share what a chang-e for the better 
would spread 
over this 
country's 


schools

Hundreds of acres 
of 
canning 


beans in the fields are going to 
waste this fall in the counties of 
northeastern "Wisconsin because the 
growers found no market for their 
crops. These farmers have no way 
of feeding the beans to farm animals 
or do not know how to harvest and 
market the crops. 
In the vicinity of Appleton no 


canning beans were harvested for 
the regular purposes. 
The chief 


reason for this was that owing to 
the drouth the blossoms fell off the 
vines as soon as they appeared and 
no beans were produced. After the 
rains set in, however, 
the 
vines 


blossomed profusely and produced 
good yields. 
As the beans of the 


late crop were bent in the form of 
a bow instead of being straight, ex- 
perts did not consider the beans fit 
for canning purposes and in all but 
one county rejected the crop. They 
also informed the growers that the 
late crop was not fit for seed and 
neglected to mention the value, of 
the beans as feed tor hogs and cat- 
tle or as dried beans for the table. 


In some of the fields examined 


this week it was found the beans 
if cured and threshed would yield 
from 15 to 20 bushels per acre. 


One way to cure beans is to pull 


the vines and to set them up on a 
foundation made of sticks of fire- 
wood in the fild. A vertical stake 
should be driven in the ground in 
the center of the firewood base. The 
vines should be stacked up about 
the stake on the base. 
If treated 


in this way the vines will soon dry 
and be ready for threshing with a 
flail, with the feet of horses on a 
barn floor, or with a machine. If 
the beans are not threshed they 
may be fed as they come from the 
field, cut up with silage cutter, or 
ground in a hammer mill.

the Queen. The bad break in 
trumps failed to dismay North, 
except for its tendency to show 
that West might be blank in clubs. 
If so, no line «? play would be 
successful, as East would stop the 
clubs and North would be com- 
pelled to lose a trick ia clubs or 
hearts,or allow West to make his 
eight of trumps, being set in any 
event.

Yields 
of 6 to 8 per cent on sound rail 
bonds, and yields of 8 to 12 per cent 
on respectable rail stocks do not 
occur more than once or twice in a 
life-time. 
Of course, present rail- 


road earnings are 
poor, but 
the 


bond and stock markets are reflect- 
ting something 
more than 
poor 


earnings—they are picturing mob 
fear and selling hysteria. 


Admitting that many rails 
will 


show very poor earnings for 1931, 
that interest charges will not be 
covered by the same wide margins 
of prosperous years, and that more 
dividends will be cut, the deflation 
of rail prices has, nevertheless been 
greatly over-done. Part of the re- 
cent selling has 
doubtless 
come 


from foreign holders who have been 
dumping their American securities 
•over-board in order to secure gold. 
However, 
the extent 
of 
foreign 


selling is not great enough to ac- 
count for the extreme declme in 
some of our highest grade issues. 
Certainly this is no reason why our 
havings banks, insurance compan- 
ies, and other institutions which are 
bulging over with cash, should pass 
up such gilt-edge opportunities as 
Atchison 4's at a yield of 4i per 
cent, or other high grade bonds at 
yields from 5 to 6 per cent.

Definite announcement that East- 


ern trunk line officials have settled 
their difficulties and will form four 
great mergers is definitely helpful

situation. 


First of all, it clears up a muddle 
of long standing, and paves the way 
for general rail consolidations in 
other sections of the country. Sec- 
ond, by grouping together 
under 


central managements these

systems will bo able to effect op- 
erating economies and reduce waste- 
ful competition. 
Moreover, these 


mergers are not being 
made for

They are made for sound economic 
reasons. 
The roads are being ac- 


quired at very low cost, owing to 
the thoroughly deflated condition o£ 
their stock prices. Capital employed 
in such mergers will, therefore, not 
constitute a heavy burden on the 
railroads' credit, such 
as 
would 


have been the case at the highly in- 
flated prices two or three years ago. 
The credit of the smaller roads tak- 
en into the big systems will be 
greatly strengthened, which should 
be reflected in the status of their 
bonds and junior issues. 


Certainly with

constructive developments as these 
Eastern trunk line mergers, 
this 


is no time to sell good rail bonds or 
stocks. 
Investors should stop to 


think that while earnings are now 
poor, the railroad properties are 
aust as valuable as ever. When the 
turn comes in business, as it sure- 
ly will, earnings will again move 
upwards. 
Certainly 
with 
bonds 


where there is no question about 
earning interest charges, even in 
this depression year, there is no ex- 
cuse for dumping them over-board 
at sacrifices varying from 5 to 15 
points.

Crop statistics Indicate that agriculture In 1931 has experienced about 


an average year, with yields per acre nearly normal, although 11 per cent 
greater than last year, when serious drought ruined crops in many parts of 
the country. Aggregate yields of seven leading cereals total 5,061,000,000 
bushels, a gain of 6.6 per cent over 1930. Cprn and winter wheat increased 
substantially, while oats, barley and spring wheat dropped. 


The total production of feed grains, corn, oats, barley and sorghum, 


promises to reach 105,000,000 tons, comparing with a total last year of 
only about 92,000,000 tons. While prices for cattle and hogs are low in com- 
parison with some years they are still high enough to allow a feeding 
margin at present feed grain price levels. The cotton yield is estimated at 
15,100,000 bales against 13,900,000 in 1930. 


While the outlook for an abundance of cash in the near future is not 


encouraging for the farmer, he has the assurance of ample food supplies, 
in contrast with conditions in many drought stricken areas last year. In 
truth, this year the farmers' condition is generally more favorable than 
that of great numbers of industrial workers in the city. 


This fact is being reflected in the "back-to-the-farm" movement now-defi- 


nitely under way, as shown by the somewhat better demand for farms in 
some parts of the country, and increasing farm population as shown by 
government statistics. How far the country has carried industrialization 
in the last century Is seen in the figures showing that in 1830, 7 out of 10 
of the gainfully employed were tillers of the soil, while an 1930 only 3 out 
of 10 were so employed.

reached a low point beyond -which it 
is impossible for them to go. Furni- 
ture prices have been dropping with 
noticeable regularity since the post- 
war inflation period of 1920. 


In many cases today, manufactur- 


ers are selling furniture at prices 
actually below cost 
of production 


and the retail mark-up from whole- 
sale prices is very small. These are 
further facts brought out by the 
survey of the furniture Industry. 


These results were announced re- 


cently by the American 
Furniture 


mart of Chicago, where more than 
700 manufacturers maintain perma- 
nent exhibits. From these manufac 
turers, the mart was able to secure 
complete 
information 
since, 
of 


course, retail prices depend upon the 
price paid to the manufacturer. 


Reductions Ended 


The survey shows that 93 per cent 


of the manufacturers see no possi- 
bilities of 
further 
reductions in 


wholesale prices; 35 per cent of them 
believe that the near 
future 
will 


show an upward price trend; only 7 
per cent estimated that if business 
generally does not improve, price: 
might go very slightly lower. The 
odds are five to one, then, that when 
the changes come, that prices, will 
rise.
